“They seemed like fairies to me 
w hen I was young enough to be­ 
lieve th a t fairies really existed, 
she 
declared. 
“I used to 
w atch 
them 
quietly, 
seeing 
their little th ro ats 
swell and pulsate as they poured out 
their lovely songs. 
“A fter a while I began to im itate 
the sounds they produced. 
I had 
never heard of professional w histlers 
at the tim e and knew no one of my 
own sex who was interested in w hist­ 
ling. 
So I didn’t go a t the a rt in a 
conventional m anner, but ju st p rac­ 
ticed and practiced until, w ith the 
aid of the diaphram . tongue and lips,

Chicago Crime 
To Be s ought 
By New System 


Expect 
Plans 
To 
Change 
Present Methods To Test 
Gangs And Gunmen 


Says Criminal Mind Is Like 
Railway Yard; Full Of 
Tracks And Switches

CHICAGO. 
Sept. 23. — Reducing 
Chicago crime by segregating 
the 
mentally unfit is to be carried or. 
under an entirely new system 
of 
tests, treatm ent and cures. 
Fresh from ,a stay in Europe. Dr. 
William Hickson, chief of the city’s 
psychopathic laboratory, has launch­ 
ed a plan, which he claims will almost 
entirely clear Chicago streets of its 
machine-gun 
gangsters. 
warring 
booze factions and gun-toting morons 
of high and low degree. 
Possibly even the gland cure tor 
mental ailments will be tried on the 
gunmen. Dr. Hickson declared 
He is enthusiastic over a glandu­ 
lar extract supplied by guinea pigs 
and said to have obtained extremely 
satisfactory results abroad. 
Change In Tests 
It is Dr. Hickson's plan to sur- 
plant the present Binet-Simon tests 
now used in the psv°hopatic labora­ 
tory with a new system which he 
studied in Europe. The new stvle of 
testing persons believed mentally de­ 
ficient. Dr Hickson declared was de­ 
veloped by Prof. Krauner of Berlin, 
a former exchange professor a4 Har­ 
vard. and is a “gestalt-pscholoeie” or 
“mind pattern psychology system. 
“The new method is more direct, 
more positive and more objective.’ 
the Chicago expert said. 
“It's con­ 
clusions are more reliable. 
“At present we examine the men­ 
tal reaction and now we plan o ex­ 
amine the physical reaction. We will 
diagnose the physical, rather than 
the mental.” 
Dr. Kraemer has discovered. 
Dr. 
Hickson reported, that persons nave 
certain ccnnections in their minds 
that are like railway switches; people 
do not have individual minds 
but 
minds work according 
° 1 
“It has been learned,” Dr. Hick­ 
son continued, “that men* a» d 
». 
are a physical science, instead of a 
science of observation 
That means 
that the tests of gunmen should be 
more neurological.” 
Gland Treatment 
The expert said under the system 
to be adopted here the alleged de­ 
fectives would be made to cross the 
arms loosely, 
whirl 
their 
bodies 
about, have their knees jerked, re­ 
ceive tappings around the body and 
given various other psysical tests. 
Dr. Hickson is of the opinion that 
a great factor in reducing, crime in 
! America in the future will be 
the 
¡segregation of the mentally ill.

I declared he would advocate “moron 
farms” for Chicago. 
! 
Injection of gland secretions from 
animals, such as guinea pigs, bring­ 
ing a development 
of 
sub-normal 
glands in humans,

and in time gland-treatments will be

Waste Of Money, He Says, To 
Take Aviation Course 
In “ Ten Hours * 


Many Accidents Blamed On 
Insufficient Training By 
Cheap Instructors 


D Efi M O IN ES. Sept 23 —Although 
Col. Charles A Lindbergh entertains 
the fond wish to see the skies dotted 
with roaring, speeding airplanes, he 
does not want this wish fulfilled at 
too great a cost in human life. 
As a 
precaution against unnpces&8!'• acci­ 
dents he has issued a warning against 
aviation schools where the training 
lr. insufficient. 
“ You can find,” Colonel Lindbergh 
stated 
“ many schools which adver­ 
tise that they will teach a novice how 
to fly an airplane. 
Some of them 
give the course for $100. usually turn­ 
ing out the student as a finished 
pilot after about ten hours in the 
air. 
Practice Needed. 
“ Ten hours of flying will not make 
anyone a pilot, and $100 will not buy 
a very good course in training, 
reallv believe it is almost a warte of 
money to take* such a course. 
Thin 
man or woman who wishes to become 
a pilot should be prepared to spend 
at least $500 for the training, and 
some agreement should be reached 
whereby the use of a plane for prac­ 
tice may be obtained after the course 
has been completed 
A grea’ many aviation accidents 
occur because of these men who are 
turned out of cheap schools, firm in 
the belief 
they are 
master 
pilots, 
Lindbergh said They are told they can 
fly when in fact they have not even 
Seamed the rudiments of the game, 
he added. 
Colonel 
Lindbergh 
also 
deplored 
the fact that the 
average 
person. 
In reading of aviation accidents, does 
not take in consideration the differ­ 
ence between commercial flying and 
stunt, test and pioneer flying. 
Stunt Accidents. 
“ The idea thaf commercial avia- 
t ion 
is 
dangerous, 
is 
erroneous,” 
Lindbergh 
asserted. 
“Over 
lines 
where regular mspei tion is made and 
teasonabie «are is taken lew acci­ 
dents occur. 
In stunt flying, in mak­ 
ing tests and in pioneering hops the 
story is different. 
There always is 
danger in tests, and accidents will 
continue to occur, but these mishaps 
should not be considered as proof 
that flying is dangerous 
Someone 
must take the risks, as in every other 
endeavor.” 
Lindbergh be. ¡eves it would be fa­ 
tal to the progress of aviation to at­ 
tempt to halt l#ng flights over water 
or uncharted sections of the earth. 
He believes, though, that those back­ 
ing such flights should insist that 
every precaution to insure success be 
taken

and operated companies in America 
was very striking and all in favor of 
’ the United States. 


Mr. Gadsden also called attention 
to the superority of the electric light 
and power services

States over similar services abroad 
“In London, for Instance ' he said.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 23—Curtail­ 
ed demand abroad for American grain 
and the reduced price of American 
cotton this year as compared with 
1926 is cutting materially into the 
money value of 
American 
export 
trade. 
At the same time lower prices for 
coffee, tea. raw silk and crude rub­ 
ber are cutting down the valuation 
of imports to America from abroad. 
The export loss, however, is great­ 
er that the import reduction, the next 
result being a tightening up of the 
trade balance as between exports and 
imports. 
These conditions are disclosed in 
a compilation just completed by the 
Department of Commerce of export 
and import statistics for the month 
of July. 
Exports for July 1927 were $22,- 
000,000 under July 1926. 
Imports for 
the same month this year were $19.- 
000,000 under the same month last 
imports by $25,000,000. 
In July 1926 
exports exceeded imports by $29.000,- 
000 
Thus the trade balance 
was 
narrowed by $4.000.000 as compared 
with July last year.

Oyster Men To Sue 
As Sewer Systems 
Ruins Food Supply 


(Internat ional N ew s Service) 
NORWALK. Conn., Sept. 23—If city 
sewage continues to put a crimp in 
the oyster industry here the city must 
reimburse the oystermen 
for t heir 
losses. This proposition is being put 
to the state courts by Norwalk men 
who have long been in the oyster in­ 
dustry. Suits totalling $350,000 have 
been filed by two local oyster con­ 
cerns against the city of Norwalk as 
the result of the state board of health 
banning the use of oysters taken in 
Norwalk harbor. 
The state finds that the waters 
of the harbor are in such a condi- 
‘ tion that the people’s health would be 
menaced if oysters taken 
from the 
harbor were sold. Since such a ban 
seriously affects local oystermen, they 
want to be reimbursed and so are ask­ 
ing the courts to force the city to 
settle the bill. 
Norwalk oysters once were famous, 
j Along the harbor shores piles of oyster 
shells started in September grew to 
mountains by April and in the “R-less 
months” were dumped back into the 
harbor so that future oysters might 
be obtained. The industry kept thou­ 
sands busy dredging 
the 
oysters 
carrying them to land, opening them 
and transhipping them 
by 
rail to 
folks far removed from salt water who 
yearned for an oyster feast. 
To remove the sewage from the 
harbor and to provide some other 
means of disposal would cost a pretty 
penny the city fathers find. But the 
cvstermen say the change must be 
! made. Besides asking damages they 
ask an injunction to prevent future 
pollution.
